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Tomato growing operation at 
C.C.H.S. takes another step forward

A new program within the Clinton County High School Agriculture Department that was 
featured in the Clinton County News last week, took another step forward this week when students 
returned to class following a week-long spring break absense. 

As was profiled last week, the new project is aimed to both teach agriculture students about 
one of the newest vegetable growing methods - hydroponics - as well as a secondary advantage 
of supplying the Clinton County School District with tomatoes for consumption by students and 
faculty during the summer and early fall months. 

Clinton County High 


School Agriculture Teacher 
Matt Johnson spent most 
of his 1 p.m. class Monday 
putting the finishing touches 
on the new hydroponics 
growing system, as shown in 
both the above photo and the 
photo right. 

During the spring break, 

Johnson built the irrigation 
system that will feed the 
tomato plants. Monday, his 
class transplanted the tomato 
plants into the growing 
compound used with the 
hydroponics. 

Hydroponics is a relatively 
new growing process that 
eliminates using soil to 
get nutrients to the plant. 

Fertilizer is added directly 
to the water source and the 
nutrient enriched water is then 
sprayed onto the plant’s roots 
where they are absorbed. 

Johnson said his watering 
system will be automatic and 
should activate every two 
minutes and spray the plants 
for 20 seconds. 

According to Johnson, the 
154 plants should produce 
around 200 to 300 pounds of 
tomatoes per week. 

In the photo above, Ag students observe Johnson as he explains the proper method of making

First reading of \by-pass 
annexation 9 passed by 


Albany City 

Albany City Council took steps to annex ap¬ 
proximately 1.9 miles of roadway along the Alba¬ 
ny Bypass into the city limits at its regular monthly 
meeting last Tuesday evening, April 2. 

Four of six members were on hand, with coun¬ 
cil members Tonya Thrasher and Tony Delk being 
out-of-town on the day of the meeting. 

The annexation ordinance was the last item of 
business presented at the meeting by city legal 
advisor Norb Sohm. The annexation, if approved, 
would see a corridor of highway in two sections 
annexed into the city, but no personal property- 
-only state highway property—would be involved 
in the process. 

The ordinance “sets forth the city’s intent and 
desire” to annex a corridor of highway, specifically 
Kentucky State Highway 1590. 

The ordinance reads, “...the City of Albany does

hereby state its intent and desire to annex to the 
City of Albany, pursuant to KRS Chapter 84A, the 
following boundary of unincorporated territory 
which is a corridor of Kentucky State Highway 
1590 and new Highway 127, which is contiguous 
to current boundaries of the City Limits, and is ter¬ 
ritory that is urban in character or is suitable for 
urban development without reasonable delay, and 
which contains, or is expected to contain in the im¬ 
mediate future, water mains, sewer mains, and/or 
natural gas lines, which belong to the City of Alba¬ 
ny, and which currently serve, or will serve in the 
immediate future, customers throughout the area.” 

The area described would begin at the Corpo¬ 
rate Boundary of the City of Albany in the vicinity 
of the Clinton County Hospital on and along Ken-

Wellness Center insurance, 
road maintenance equipment 
topic at fiscal court meeting 


Clinton County Fiscal Court 
held a special call meeting last 
Wednesday morning, April 3 
with five of six members pres¬ 
ent. Three items of business, plus 
personnel, were on the agenda 
for the approximate one-hour 
meeting. 

Also present was Albany 
Mayor Nicky Smith and some 
members of the Twin Lakes 
Family Wellness Center Board, 
as the facility’s insurance was 
about to elapse. Should that have 


happened, due to liability rea¬ 
sons, the building may have had 
to close until insurance was ob¬ 
tained. 

The situation, however, was 
handled prior to the meeting’s 
end when Pastor Bobby Grant, 
a representative of the Wellness 
Center board, was able to contact 
an insurance carrier and secure a 
rider on the policy to keep liabil¬ 
ity insurance intact on the facil¬ 
ity’s equipment. 

Also, the court voted unani¬ 


mously to expend $5,200 for the 
liability insurance cost on the 
property and appurtenant attach¬ 
ments to the building, following 
a motion by Magistrate Hershell 
Key. Grant, in answering an ear¬ 
lier question by Judge/Executive 
Lyle Huff, responded “yes” when 
asked if the Wellness Center had 
enough money to pay the liabil¬ 
ity insurance. Grant also noted 
there were two companies work-

Mediacom rates going 
up again next month 


For at least the second time within a year, the 
local cable television provider, Mediacom, has an¬ 
nounced an adjustment in rates, including a new 
charge to its customers. 

Again, they have cited the cost of paying pro¬ 
grammers for the necessity to increase the rates. 

Clinton County Judge/Executive Lyle Huff, in a 
letter dated March 29, was informed of the changes 
and the company gave a detailed reasoning behind 
the need to change a couple of rates. 

The following is the letter in its entirety, 
from Lee Grassley, Senior Manager, Government 
Relations with Mediacom Communications: 

“The purpose of this letter is to inform you that, 


on or about May 1, 2013, Mediacom will be imple¬ 
menting the following rate adjustments: 

* Local Broadcast Station Surcharge (a new 
charge), $1.71; and, Family Cable from $69.95 to 
$71.95. The surcharge and $2 increase on family 
cable will mean an extra $3.71 per month for most 
Mediacom customers. 

“The decision to make price adjustments is al¬ 
ways a difficult one, especially as our nation con¬ 
tinues to recover from a lengthy recession. Con¬ 
trary to public perception, we are very reluctant 
to raise video prices because when we do, we lose

Roberts brothers murder 
trial is set for early October 


The two men charged with 
murder in connection with the 
death of local resident James F. 
Perdue, 73, at his home last Sep¬ 
tember, will be tried together on 
two grand jury indictment charg¬ 
es following action taken last 
week in Clinton Circuit Court. 

The tentative trial date has 
beens set for early October. 

Circuit Judge David L. Wil¬ 
liams sustained a motion to con¬ 
solidate the case and try both 
brothers, Phillip Roberts and 


Thomas Roberts at the same 
time. 

A waiver of dual representa¬ 
tion was also entered in open 
court and the Commonwealth 
agreed that the reciprocal discov¬ 
ery order will apply to all indict¬ 
ments against each defendant. 
The defendants are being repre¬ 
sented by attorneys Bethany Ca¬ 
tron and Bethany Stanziano. 

The two men were originally 
charged with murder following 
the beating and stabbing death of 


Perdue that occurred at Perdue’s 
home on Perdue Road near the 
Wayne County line in eastern 
Clinton County in September of 
2012. According to Kentucky 
State Police reports at the time 
of the incident, the victim was 
found dead at his residence by 
a friend at approximately 4:30 
p.m. 

After arrest warrants were is¬ 
sued on the two suspects, they

March 2013 one of coldest 
on record across Kentucky 


What a difference a year 
makes. Following a record warm 
March in 2012, a persistent pat¬ 
tern of wintry weather across 
Kentucky left March 2013 as one 
of the coldest on record. 

The statewide average tem¬ 
perature for March based on the 
Kentucky Mesonet, the Com¬ 
monwealth’s official source of 
climatological observations, was 
39.8 degrees while the statewide 
average temperature for March 
2012 was 57.9 degrees, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Stuart Foster, state 
climatologist and director of the 
Kentucky Mesonet. 

Based on historical records 
from stations operated by the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service, 2013 was 
the coldest March on a statewide 
basis since 1969, when the aver¬ 
age temperature for the month 
was 38.3 degrees. 

In the Bowling Green area, 
after a second consecutive mild 
and mostly snowless winter, 
March 2013 brought sharply 
colder temperatures and five 
days of measurable snowfall. 

March temperatures for 
Bowling Green were 5.5 degrees 
below normal and ranked as the 
12th coldest March since 1894 
and among the coldest since 
1971, according to WKU me¬ 
teorology faculty member Greg 
Goodrich. March 1996 was simi¬ 
larly cold but no official temper¬ 
ature records were collected in 
Bowling Green that year. 

The cold March was surpris¬ 
ing for many considering the win¬ 
ter months of December, January 
and February were 3.8 degrees 
above normal and ranked as the 
11th warmest winter on record. 
This was the second consecutive 
mild winter for Kentucky, as the 
winter of 2011-12 ranked as the 
second warmest on record. 


The big difference between 
this year and last is that March 
2012 was by the far the warmest 
March on record at 12.7 degrees 
above normal. March 2012 had 
11 days with highs in the 80s and 
another 11 days with highs in the 
70s, but March 2013 had only 
three days with highs in the 70s 
and 11 days with highs in the 30s 
and 40s. 

Snowfall in March was 2.5 
inches, which ranked as the 20th 
snowiest March on record. This 
was also the 12th time on re¬ 
cord that March had more snow¬ 
fall than the other three winter 
months combined, as only 1.3 
inches of snow fell from Decem¬ 
ber through February. The half¬ 
inch of snow that fell on both 
March 25 and March 26 ranks as 
the latest occurring measurable 
snowfall in Bowling Green since 
March 1996, which experienced 
an inch of snow on April 1. 

“While the cold and snow of 
March 2013 may have left many 
in Kentucky with spring fever, 
we must not forget about the his¬ 
toric March 1960,” Dr. Goodrich 
said. Nearly 3 feet of snow fell 
over Bowling Green in the first 
11 days of the month that year, 
he noted, which by itself would 
rank as the fourth snowiest win¬ 
ter in history. High temperatures 
stayed in the 30s for much of the 
month, which left the average 
temperature for the month at 15.8 
degrees below normal. 

“A question on the minds of 
many local farmers and garden¬ 
ers is whether or not cold and 
snowy Marches can predict the 
type of summer we might have 
here in southcentral Kentucky,” 
Dr. Goodrich said. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, analysis shows that there 
are no statistical relationships be¬ 


tween cold and snowy Marches 
and the following summer tem¬ 
peratures.” 

Previous cold Marches have 
been just as likely to have been 
followed by hot summers as cool 
summer, he said. Summer rain¬ 
fall tends to be slightly greater in 
years following cold and snowy 
Marches, but the relationship 
is not statistically significant. 
“Just as with the stock market,” 
Dr. Goodrich said, “past perfor¬ 
mance in weather is often not a 
good indicator of future perfor¬ 
mance.” 

Dr. Foster noted that in late 
March 2012 farmers were al¬ 
ready planting corn, unaware 
that the early warmth would be 
followed by severe drought as 
summer arrived. Some areas of 
western Kentucky received more 
precipitation on March 8, when 
more than 3 inches of rain fell, 
than they would receive for the 
entire spring season in 2012. 

One benefit from this year’s 
wintry weather pattern has been 
the reduced occurrence of se¬ 
vere weather, Dr. Foster said. 
Last year’s tornado outbreak on 
March 2 was one of the worst in 
Kentucky’s history, but only one 
tornado was reported across the 
state in March of this year, an 
EF-1 tornado that touched down 
briefly in Pulaski County on 
March 24. 

“The dynamic nature of our 
climate is evident in the extreme 
contrast in weather that we expe¬ 
rienced last year and this year in 
the month of March,” Dr. Foster 
said.

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The Monticello Police De¬ 
partment and the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department are among 
78 rural law enforcement agen¬ 
cies in Kentucky that will receive 
data terminals (MDTs) to help 
process electronic warrants, ac¬ 
cording to information released 
recently by Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway. 

The terminals are computers 
that will be available to officers’ 
cruisers. Officers can enter infor¬ 
mation into the computer during 
a traffic stop or after responding 
to a scene and find out if a person 
has an outstanding warrant. 

“This helps put technology in 
the hands of officers while they 
are out in the field,” Conway 
said. “It gives officers the tools 
they need to almost instantly de¬ 
termine whether or not a person 
has an outstanding warrant.” 

The Office of the Attorney 
General purchased the MDTs 
utilizing funds from the Rural 
Law Enforcement and Recov¬ 
ery Act. The office received the 
$3.94 million grant in 2009 to 
implement the eWarrants pro¬ 
gram statewide. 

The eWarrants program is 
now up and running statewide 
and the distribution of MDTs is 
the final phase of implementa¬ 
tion. 

“The eWarrants program is a 
tremendous success,” said Con¬ 
way. “Since its implementation, 
we are seeing a dramatic de¬ 
crease in the backlog of unserved 
warrants and officers are able 
to determine whether there is a 
warrant for a suspect in another 
county.” 

The service rate for warrants 
has gone from an estimated low 
of 10 percent in areas using 
solely a paper-based system to a 
statewide average service rate of 
more than 80 percent. 

It went down to the wire and a 
lot of people didn’t like either the 
final product or the process. 

But Kentucky’s General As¬ 
sembly managed to pass a pen¬ 
sion reform package on the final 
night of the 2013 session. 

The last-minute compromise 
package made some changes in 
the bill originally passed by the 
Republican-controlled Senate, 
but it retained, at least in philoso¬ 
phy, most of the features of the 
Senate bill. 

After July 2014 new state 
employees will be placed into 
a half-defined benefit, half-cash 
balance plan. After January 1, 
2014, all new legislators and 
judges will be placed into the 
same kind of system. The plan 
will guarantee a minimum of a 
four percent investment return 
and none of it will affect existing 


employees or retirees. 

Nor does it affect teachers. 
But it does apply to classified em¬ 
ployees in the school system who 
are represented by the Kentucky 
Education Association. 

All day Tuesday, lobbyists on 
both sides of the issue thronged 
the capitol and rank-and-file law¬ 
makers wondered if there would 
be a vote and, if there was one, 
would the measure pass? 

No one seemed pleased with 
the state of things on the final day 
of the 2013 General Assembly-- 
but then not much had happened 
by dinner time Tuesday night. 

Just as happened Monday, 
leaders of both chambers shuttled 
back and forth from their re¬ 
spective chamber to Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s office. 

Each time House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo, D-Prestonburg, 
emerged he seemed to be car¬ 
rying a slightly different plan to 
fund the annually required contri¬ 
bution to the pension system. 

Gone was a two-cent reduc¬ 
tion in the gasoline tax—an idea 
which House Democrats refused 
to go along with Monday night. 
Monday’s plan, including the 
change in the gas tax in 2014 and 
some other minor tax changes, 
was supposed to produce about 
$110 million. 

That’s roughly the amount 
the General Fund must provide 
for lawmakers next year to make 
what is expected to be a $325 
million contribution to the pen¬ 
sion system. (The rest comes 
from road fund salaries, federal 
programs and agency “employ¬ 
ers.”) 

But no one seemed to like the 
gas tax idea; local officials said 
it would cost them money they 
needed for local roads. Paving 
and construction companies 
didn’t like it either. 

The latest plan reduces the 
personal credit on income taxes 
to $ 10, allows purchasers of new 
cars to get credit against sales 
taxes on the value of their used 
trade-in (money which would 
also be lost to the Road Fund); 
and a number of technical and 
compliance changes to the tax 
code. The bill passed the House 
82-17 with 10 Republicans and 
seven Democrats voting no. 

The structural change in the 
benefit package is not supported 
by public employees or KEA, 
which represents classified em¬ 
ployees. Both groups, and labor 
representatives, objected to mov¬ 
ing new employees into any type 
of cash balance and complained 
bitterly they were locked out of 
negotiations. 

That troubled many House 
Democrats. 

Stumbo said the plan honors 
the “inviolable contract” with 
present employees and retirees. 

“You honor that contract, 
ladies and gentlemen,” Stumbo 
said. “You honor the promise. 
You ought to feel good about 
that.” 

But Rep. Jimmy Wayne, D- 


Louisville, said those current 
employees worried as well about 
future employees and the prom¬ 
ise made by lawmakers—in his 
mind—was to past, current and 
future employees. 

He, like others, complained 
the deal had been cobbled to¬ 
gether “behind closed doors 
without (employee groups’) 
participation.” 

Before the vote, Rep. Johnny 
Bell, D-Glasgow, objected to 
having to vote on a bill he hadn’t 
seen. 

“It’s a 228-page bill I’m 
told,” Bell said. “I’ve not even 
seen it and I’ve got to go in there 
and vote on it.” 

But Minority Leader Jeff 
Hoover, R-Jamestown, said pas¬ 
sage of the bill represented “a 
monumental day in the General 
Assembly and a monumental 
day in the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky.” 

He said it represented the 
best of bipartisanship and com¬ 
mended Beshear for his leader¬ 
ship and his efforts to bring the 
various parties together. 

In the end, the bill passed 
70-28 in the House after passing 
earlier in the Senate along with 
the companion funding bill. 

There, Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, the structural 
bill’s original sponsor, said it 
was necessary “to avert a fiscal 
crisis that looms in only four 
years in the future.” He said 
without action, the pension sys¬ 
tem would be broke by then and 
said the plan contained in the bill 
would save $10 billion over 20 
years. 

KEA President Sharon Ox- 
endine and Steve Barger, who 
represents a coalition of state 
employees, criticized the cash 
balance plan for new employees 
and said they were especially 
unhappy they were locked out 
of negotiations “which effects 
thousands of Kentuckians,” ac¬ 
cording to Oxendine. 



In 1996, a federal safety 
policy was established to prevent 
safety hazards for fishermen be¬ 
low dams.

Wolf Creek Dam on the 
Cumberland River is one of the 
dams that could be affected. 

“This dam has been built 
since 1953, and people have 
been fishing below the dam since 
that time. There have been a few 
but very few drownings,” says 
Russell County Judge-Executive 
Gary Robertson.

“The Corps is pretty much 
overriding everyone’s argument 
that we ought to be given some 
type of public hearing process 
because they do operate on tax 
dollars,” Robertson says. 

Robertson wrote a letter to 
several lawmakers saying the 
public needed to be heard. 

Congressman Ed Whitfield, 
Senators Rand Paul, Mitch 
McConnell, and Tennessee’s La¬ 
mar Alexander responded with 
the Freedom to Fish Act oppos¬ 
ing the Corps’ plan. 

The bill must be passed before 
June when the construction is ex¬ 
pected to start. 

Local fishermen say the tail- 
waters of the Cumberland River 
provides some of the best fishing 
in the state of Kentucky, which 
has Russell County officials wor¬ 
ried about the future of tourism. 

“I’m afraid it’s going to affect 
it greatly here in Russell County 
because the lake and all the river 
fishing is very popular,” Robert¬ 
son said. 

“We have fishermen come 
from central Kentucky every 
weekend, we have people come 
in from Louisville and Lexing¬ 
ton, and other counties north of 
here to come and fish below the 
dam and they have proposed to 
put this barrier wall up.” 

Robertson says the 
Cumberland River’s tailwaters 
are stocked with nearly 27 hun¬ 
dred fish per acre compared to 
Lake Cumberland’s nine fish 
per acre. 

On Saturday, April 13, Con¬ 
gressman Whitfield and Senators 
Paul, McConnell and Alexander 
will hold a news conference at 
Wolf Creek Dam at 11 a.m. on 
the campground. The public is 
welcome to attend. 

(The following is an opinion 
editorial from Congressman Ed 
Whitfield) 

With spring officially here, 
many Kentuckians will soon be 
spending more time doing the 
outdoor activities they love. 

For those living along the 
Cumberland River, this will al¬ 
most certainly include boating 
and fishing. 

Any outdoor enthusiast can 
tell you that for the best fishing 
around, you head to the waters 
immediately upstream and 
downstream of the locks and 
dams. These areas, commonly 
known as tailwaters, have some 
of the best fishing in the river. 

Unfortunately, the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers 
(Corps) Nashville District has 
decided to take away our God- 
given resources by prohibiting 
access to these tailwaters. 

They are doing this by re-in¬ 
stituting a policy that was written 
in 1996 that allowed access for 
fishing in these waters. Under 
this newfound interpretation, the 
Nashville District of the Corps 
will establish a 24-hour perma¬ 
nent restriction with guards pro¬ 
hibiting all waterborne access. 

This is troubling news, espe¬ 
cially during these tough eco¬ 
nomic times when many families 


are looking to stretch their hard- 
earned money a little bit further 
by forgoing vacations and doing 
activities closer to home. 

It is also troubling news for 
fishermen and surrounding busi¬ 
nesses who rely on the economic 
activity created by fishing and 
recreation in the region. 

Installing these barricades 
will cost taxpayers $3 million at 
a time when our nation faces $16 
trillion in debt. Instead of spend¬ 
ing millions of dollars ignoring 
the enormous public opposition 
to this plan, US ACE should in¬ 
stead consider using the money 
to address our local infrastruc¬ 
ture needs such as spending the 
money on infrastructure mainte¬ 
nance. In fact, we’ve been told 
that the Corps intends to forgo 
maintenance in order to install 
these barricades, despite there 
being no evidence of safety for 
this action. 

I have tried working with 
the Corps in good faith to reach 
a compromise. I’ve attended 
public meetings; participated 
in numerous conference calls 
with Corps officials and county 
judges; and have worked with 
my fellow Congressmen and our 
counterparts in the Senate. 

All of this has been for naught 
as it has become apparent that 
the Corps and their so-called 
public meetings have been noth¬ 
ing more than a means to placate 
the public. Thousands of fisher¬ 
men and recreational enthusiasts 
have petitioned the Corps to of¬ 
fer solutions such as conditional 
closing of the tailwaters, but this 
has been to no avail. I find this 
disregard of public opinion by 
the Corps’ Nashville District to 
be downright disgraceful. 

Unlike the Nashville District 
of the Corps, I believe we must 
fight for the interest of Kentuck¬ 
ians. That is why I have intro¬ 
duced the Freedom to Fish Act, 
which prevents the Corps from 
installing permanent blockades 
along the Cumberland River. 

I did this as a last resort, and 
I want to assure the fishing en¬ 
thusiasts around Kentucky that I 
will do everything in my power 
to ensure the Freedom to Fish 
Act is signed into law. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the Corps is moving faster 
than ever to put the barricades up 
as a means to circumvent the 
democratic process. 

That is why I need your help 
to show support for our efforts by 
calling the Nashville District of 
the Corps at 615-736-7161 and 
telling them to stop this intrusive 
assault on our Commonwealth’s 
fishermen. 

It is time for the Army Corps 
of Engineers to start prioritizing 
tasks that serve the well-being 
of the nation instead of attacking 
one of our favorite pastimes-fish- 
ing.

Huffer will be transported to 
Jackson County Jail and held 
without bond. 



A Cumberland County wom¬ 
an was killed in a two-vehicle 
accident on Sunday, March 31 
on Hwy. 90, two miles west of 
Willow Shade. 

According to Kentucky State 
Police, Melena Hughes Capps, 
20, was traveling east on Hwy.

Capps was not wearing her 
seat belt and was ejected from 
the vehicle.

He was transported to 
Cumberland County Hospital 
where he was treated and re¬ 
leased.

Apparently the current policy 
is for $3.5 million on the build¬ 
ing itself and a half-million on 
equipment, furniture, etc. 

The discussion on the insur¬ 
ance also brought up some brief 
discussion on the recent financial 
struggles the Wellness Center 
board has encountered. 

Pastor Grant, again, said the 
major problem was the boiler 
that was installed in the facil¬ 
ity was too large and currently 
a mechanical engineer is assess¬ 
ing that and other problems and 
is expected to have his studies 
complete within a few days. 

Magistrate Ricky Riddle in¬ 
dicated the study itself may not 
help much, saying they would 
have to go a different route—from 
having the boiler. Apparently 
building specifications required 
putting in a larger boiler than 
necessary. 

One option again mentioned 
to the high cost of running the 
boiler was to possibly switch to 
natural gas. 

Riddle also said the facility 
needed to have a regular heating 
and cooling system that could be 
checked and maintenance han¬ 
dled by local people. 

The assessment the mechani¬ 
cal engineer is currently work¬ 


ing on at the Wellness Center is 
expected to be complete soon 
and results will probably be dis¬ 
cussed with board members at 
the court’s regular meeting next 
week. 

Road funds and the road de¬ 
partment was then discussed by 
the court. 

At the last regular meeting 
in March, it was announced that 
each magistrate would have ap¬ 
proximately $30,000 for state 
road aid money to spend in each 
district. However, at least two 
magistrates—Ricky Craig and 
Terry Buster—indicated they 
wanted their portions to go to the 
local road department for much 
needed equipment. 

At last week’s special meet¬ 
ing, Judge Huff informed mag¬ 
istrates there was enough funds 
from the state for each district 
to have $40,000 to use on road 
resurfacing and also the road 
fund was well off enough for an 
expenditure of about $150,000 
that could be used for equipment, 
without having to spend any al¬ 
located funds from use of road 
repairs. 

During the current fiscal year, 
the county has transferred or 
“borrowed” money from the road 
fund—which is a restricted fund. 
However, all money transferred 
from the road to general fund 
has to be paid back, by law, to 
the road fund by the end of the 
fiscal year, which in this case, is 
June 30. 

Apparently with the added 
funds that will be coming back 
into the road department by the 


end of June, the equipment can 
be afforded and used in the next 
2013-14 fiscal year. 

A motion was eventually 
made to authorize an expenditure 
of $150,000 from the road de¬ 
partment to be used on purchas¬ 
ing equipment in the upcoming 
fiscal year, which begins July 1, 
for the road equipment purchas¬ 
es. The motion passed by unani¬ 
mous vote. 

Another issue that arose from 
the previous meeting was that of 
the appointment of a member to 
serve on the Extension Service 
board. 

During last month’s regu¬ 
lar session, in the absence of 
the judge/executive, his recom¬ 
mended person, Tommy Guffey, 
nor another person nominated by 
a magistrate, were seated as nei¬ 
ther motion (one on each recom¬ 
mendation) failed due to the lack 
of a second to the motions. 

Judge Huff told court mem¬ 
bers that Guffey was appointed to 
the board five years ago and after 
serving his term had not been ap¬ 
pointed to any other county ap¬ 
pointed boards. He again recom¬ 
mended Guffey for the position 
and was seated, following a mo¬ 
tion by Magistrate Patty Guinn. 

Prior to adjourning, the court 
entered into a half-hour closed 
session to discuss personnel but 
took no action upon returning to 
open session. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton Fiscal Court is sched¬ 
uled for next Thursday, April 18 
at 5 p.m. at the courthouse and is 
open to the general public.

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subscribers. However, cable and 
satellite companies are constant¬ 
ly being pressured by the pro¬ 
grammers we buy from to pay 
more for the channels we carry.

“Beginning in May, Media¬ 
com will institute a Local Broad¬ 
cast Station Surcharge equal to 
fee increases the local broadcast 
stations in your market have de¬ 
manded we pay to them since the 
start of 2012. By bringing more 
transparency to the unjustified 
fee increases being taken by lo¬ 
cal broadcast stations, we hope 
to draw attention of consumers 
and their elected representatives 
to this rapidly escalating prob¬ 
lem. As the saying goes, sun¬ 
light is the best disinfectant and 
we hope shedding more light on 
this issue will force lawmakers in 
Washington to fix this outdated 
regime. 

Unfortunately, local broad¬ 
casters aren’t the only program¬ 
mers causing cable and satellite 
prices to rise. Other channel 
owners, especially national and 
regional sports networks, are in¬ 
sisting on huge rate increases that 
are driving up the cost of Fam¬ 
ily Cable. One look at the sky¬ 
rocketing rights fees announced 
with recent deals and it is easy to 
see that the marketplace for live 
televised sports is out of control. 
The television rights to the Los 
Angeles Lakers and Los Angeles 
Dodgers recently sold for $3 bil¬ 
lion and $7 billion, respectively. 


These are just two in a long list 
of examples of the unrestrained 
spending that has become the 
hallmark of the sports program¬ 
ming business. 

Since the programming com¬ 
munity has been unwilling to ex¬ 
ercise even the slightest measure 
of self-restraint when it comes 
to reigning in their spending or 
increasing their price demands, 
Mediacom has taken the fight to 
Washington. We have asked the 
Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission (FCC) and members 
of Congress to protect senior 
citizens, low-income households 
and rural residents from practices 
that are rendering pay television 
unaffordable for more and more 
Americans.

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tucky State Highway 1590 ap¬ 
proximately 0.5 miles to the in¬ 
tersection of Highway 1590 and 
new Highway 127 then approxi¬ 
mately 1.4 miles north along new 
Highway 127 to a point, said 
point being the proposed rear 
entrance to the Clinton County 
Middle School. 

Sohm explained that the area 
along the annexed area could re¬ 
ceive city services, other than the 
aforementioned, including police 
patrol and fire department ben¬ 
efits for being located inside the 
city and closer to the fire station.

Sohm told the council the pro¬ 
cess would have to be approved 
by the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet and a second and final 
reading of the ordinance passed 
by the council before the annexa¬ 
tion would become official. 

The council, on separate mo¬ 
tions, also approved six items re¬ 
lated to the fire department grant, 
including a trio of resolutions. 

The federal grant in the 
amount of $500,000 that will be 
used to construct a new 65,000 
square-foot fire/rescue building, 
carries several stipulations that 
has to be met in relation to the 
city receiving the funding. 

The three resolutions ap¬ 
proved involved an affirmative 
action plan; fair housing resolu¬ 
tion; and resolution governing 
access to public records. Each 
passed on separate votes. 

Three other criteria was ap¬ 
proved unanimously under one 


motion, including adoption of a 
drug free workplace; adoption of 
Title VI implementation action 
plan; and, adoption of a griev¬ 
ance procedure. 

Only one bid had been re¬ 
ceived on a surplus 1998 Chevy 
4x4 city truck with a new motor. 
The vehicle had been rebid when 
there was no bids received on the 
truck when it had a $1,100 mini¬ 
mum set. The council voted to 
re-bid the vehicle and lower the 
minimum to $1,000. 

The one bid received was from 
Homer Lowhorn for $1,000.01 
and the council voted to accept it. 

An executive session for ac¬ 
quisition of property had been 
listed on the agenda for last 
week’s meeting, but that item 
was postponed. 

The next regular meeting of 
Albany City Council is sched¬ 
uled for Tuesday, May 6 at 5 p.m. 
at city hall and is open to the gen¬ 
eral public.

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Warmer temperatures - 
is spring finally here? 

Warmer temperatures, is spring finally here? 

With the abundant sunshine and warmer temps farmers will be 
in full swing to get started after the long winter. With the arrival of 
spring, farmers may feel the need to work longer hours to try to fit 
everything in, in a short amount of time. Just remember to be SAFE. 

As you work longer hours, on less sleep to try to get “caught up”, 
(which never seems to happen) farming accidents can happen quick¬ 
ly so remember to try NOT to work in a rush, think through your 
process and work safely. 

Moving large farm equipment from farm to farm can sometimes 
be an interesting task. If your equipment is wide, and requires an 
escort, remember to have the escort vehicles marked with lights and/ 
or signs, as well as a slow moving vehicle placard (SMV) on the rear 
of the equipment. 

Remember to share the road with motorists, and use good com¬ 
mon sense. If you have a line of traffic behind you, pull off at a safe 
location to let traffic pass to prevent a motorist from trying to pass 
in an unsafe location. Also motorists, please be patient with farm 
equipment. The travel speeds on equipment are usually very slow. 
When you see equipment on the road please slow down. 

In some instances roads are too narrow for both equipment and 
vehicles. Stopping traffic may be necessary to prevent a collision, 
please be patient. Remember it is a measure used to keep motorist 
and farmers safe. 

Safety concerns do not stop at moving equipment only. Remem¬ 
ber to work safely also, especially when it comes to mixing and ap¬ 
plying pesticides. Use of the proper Personal Protective Equipment 
(PPE) while mixing and applying pesticides will greatly reduce your 
exposure to chemicals. Using proper PPE while putting chemicals 
into the sprayer is extremely important. This is the most common 
location for a producer to come in contact with a chemical. 

Accidents can happen, but working safely, using the proper PPE 
and good common sense will help reduce the occurrence of farm 
related accidents.

Strategies for getting cat¬ 
tle on pasture 

Temperatures have finally reached into the 70s locally and the 
cool season grasses are beginning to grow. With winter hay supplies 
just about gone, it is very tempting to keep the cows on the short, 
leafless grasses continuously. Although this may be the most popular 
solution in the short term, it could prove costly down the road. There 
are some strategic options now that can help. 

Pasture plants grow at different rates throughout the growing sea¬ 
son. Cool season grasses grow best in spring and fall. Amount of 
growth during each period is dependent on temperature and mois¬ 
ture. Although we have had adequate moisture so far this spring, our 
below normal temperatures have put growth rates behind normal pat¬ 
terns. With continuous grazing, it is difficult to keep pasture plants in 
their most efficient growth stage. 

Here are a couple of strategies that can help producers maximize 
their forage benefits over the next 12 month period. 

STRATEGY #1: If you are fortunate to have access to enough 
rolls of hay or square bales, feed these up now. Using a form of 
temporary fencing, place the cattle in a smaller area (with water and 
minerals) that will not allow the cattle access to the entire field. 

For example, if 30 cows/calves are continuously grazing 50 acres 
of closely grazed fescue and clover, reduce the field size to 15 or 20 
acres with poly wire. 

Apply nitrogen fertilizer to the excluded area. Feed your stored 
feeds as long as the supply holds out then gradually add some of the 
set aside pasture in the next few weeks as it puts on growth. 

Consider early weaning the calves if the market conditions look 
favorable. Normally this time of the year light weight calves sell at a 
premium as backgrounders are looking for calves to fill their needs. 

STRATEGY #2: If you have winter wheat fields that you were 
planning to harvest for hay, consider using a portion of this field to 
strip graze. 

Harvesting wheat hay in Kentucky is a risky and costly endeavor. 
Due to the length of days and temperature needed to properly harvest 
dry wheat hay in early spring it can be very difficult. 

Wrapping high moisture wheat is an option but it is also costly 
and requires specialized equipment. 

The most economical way to harvest wheat is to leave the tractor 
in the bam and let the cows simply graze it off. 

The time period cattle spend on the wheat fields will let the short 
pasture fields rest up and allow the root reserves to build up. This 
will permit improved harvesting of the fescue pastures later on. 

STRATEGY #3: Consider selling some cows. Don’t laugh, this 
is an option just about everyone needs to consider even if your feed 
needs are adequate. 

Cows you don’t have are cows you don’t need to spend money 
on. Cows you should consider selling are ones that are open, old- 
aged (12 and up), weak milkers, poor dispositions, bad feet, and slow 
breeders. 

These girls are costing you money in one way or another and you 
sure don’t need to be stressing yourself out finding food for them. 
Wendy’s and McDonalds can profit more from them than you can. 

This is a critical time of the year to consider managing you for¬ 
age supply and needs for the next 12 months. Continuously grazing 
cows you don’t need to own is a sure fire way to spend money. 

With a few changes in your grazing techniques you can not only 
improve your bottom line but also improve your quality of forage. 

Until next time, keep putting on the pounds.

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Clinton February jobless rate remains unchanged 


Clinton County’s jobless rate 
was unchanged from the previ¬ 
ous month, remaining at the 10.3 
percent level for February, 2013, 
according to the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and Training, an 
agency of the Kentucky Educa¬ 
tion and Workforce Develop¬ 
ment Cabinet. 

That jobless rate was also just 
slightly lower than a year ago 
when Clinton County posted a 
10.6 percent level in February, 
2012. 

Clinton County’s jobless rate 
this past February was based 
on 4,739 people in the eligible 
workforce, with 4,253 of those 
being employed, leaving 486 in 


the ranks of unemployed. 

Other counties and the respec¬ 
tive February 2013 jobless rate in 
the 10 county Lake Cumberland 
Area Development District in¬ 
cluded Adair (8.9), Cumberland 

(12.4) , Russell (10.2), Wayne 

(12.4) and McCreary (14.6). 

The average unemployment 

rate for the entire 10 county 
LCADD area was 10.0 percent. 

Woodford County recorded 
the lowest jobless rate in the 
Commonwealth at 5.9 percent. It 
was followed by Fayette County, 
6.5 percent; Oldham County, 6.6 
percent; Madison County, 6.8 
percent; Franklin and Shelby 
counties, 6.9 percent each; Scott 


and Warren counties, 7 percent 
each; Daviess County, 7.1 per¬ 
cent; and Union County, 7.2 per¬ 
cent. 

Magoffin County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate — 18.9 percent. It was 
followed by Leslie County, 17.3 
percent; Letcher County, 16.9 
percent; Harlan County, 16.3 
percent; Fulton County, 15.9 per¬ 
cent; Knott County, 15.6 percent; 
Bell County 15.2 percent; Me¬ 
nifee County, 15.1 percent; Jack- 
son County, 14.9 percent; and 
McCreary County, 14.6 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends rather 


than actually to count people 
working. Civilian labor force 
statistics include non-military 
workers and unemployed Ken¬ 
tuckians who are actively seek¬ 
ing work. They do not include 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
have not looked for employment 
within the past four weeks. The 
statistics in this news release are 
not seasonally adjusted because 
of the small sample size for each 
county. The data should only be 
compared to the same month in 
previous years.

KDAto 
contract 
with private 
fuel testing 
laboratory 

The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture will contract with a 
private fuel testing laboratory to 
test motor fuel samples and will 
shut down its motor fuel and 
pesticide testing lab in Frank¬ 
fort, Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer announced today. 

“We will save the taxpayers as 
much as $600,000 after we finish 
decommissioning this facility,” 
Commissioner Comer said. “We 
will continue to test motor fuel 
samples at random and respond 
to consumer complaints. Ken¬ 
tucky consumers will not be af¬ 
fected by this action.” 

The department will hire 
Core Laboratories of Deer Park, 
Texas, to perform its motor fuel 
testing at a cost of $330,000 per 
year. 

Comer eliminated all but one 
of the positions at the fuel lab. 
Three of the employees whose 
positions were eliminated were 
retrained and reassigned. The su¬ 
pervisory chemist will stay with 
the department in another capac¬ 
ity. Most of the equipment and 
inventory at the lab will be sold 
as surplus, Comer said. 

The KDA fuel lab was com¬ 
pleted in 2008 at a cost of $3.1 
million. It was believed that the 
lab would attract out-of-state 
business that would make it self- 
sufficient; a sweeping audit of 
the department conducted last 
year at Commissioner Comer’s 
request found that the lab cost the 
state $900,000 a year to operate. 

“We were spending a lot of 
tax dollars for very, very little 
benefit,” Commissioner Comer 
said. “There never was a busi¬ 
ness plan that would make the 
lab viable.” 

Comer appointed a task force 
in July 2012 to examine the lab’s 
operations. The task force, made 
up of business leaders in various 
fields, was unable to devise a 
strategy that would have enabled 
the lab to break even. 

Comer said the department 
is in talks with the University 
of Kentucky about testing fuel 
samples at its Center for Applied 
Energy Research.

What we are eating and how we 
can make healthy choices

Research shows that many of us are not getting enough nutrient 
dense foods, the foods that give our bodies the most benefit. Instead 
we are eating too many solid fats (unhealthy fats), added sugar, 
refined grains, sodium and saturated fat. 

What are we eating? 

One-third of our calories should come from carbohydrates. 
Instead, most of the calories come from grain based desserts, such 
as, cakes, cookies, pies, cobblers, sweet rolls, pastries, donuts and 
sweetened beverages. 

We should consume three cups of fat-free or low-fat milk or 
equivalent milk products a day. Instead, on average, we consume 
three-fourths a cup of milk a day. 

Adults should eat two and one-half cups of fruit per day. Most 
adults eat less than one and one-half cups. Most of us consume most 
of our fruit in the form of juice leading to an increase in sugar in our 
diets. 

Adults should eat about three to four ounces of whole grains each 
day. Most of us are eating less than two ounces. 

We consume more than twice the maximum daily amount of 
sodium needed because of how much we eat out, instead of fixing 
meals at home. 

About one-third of our daily calories come from snacking 
on chips, cookies, cakes, candy, and sweetened beverages. Our 
snacking is causing us to consume two to three times more than the 
recommended amounts of fats and sugars. 

More than half of us are not getting the correct amount of 
magnesium, 40 percent are not getting enough vitamin A, and nearly 
one-third are not getting enough vitamin C from the foods and 
beverages we are currently eating. 

How can we make healthy choices? 

Choose more of the following foods: 

Fruits and vegetables 

Whole grains 

Fat-free or low-fat milk and milk products 

Seafood 

Lean meats and poultry, eggs, beans and peas, nuts and seeds 

Limit the following foods: 

Sodium. This can be done by cutting back on processed foods 
such as commercially prepared dinners, pot pies, stews, chili and 
canned soups. 

Calories from solid fats 

Intake of added sugar 

Intake of refined grains

UK entomologists 
make important 
discovery regarding 
insecticide resistance 
in bed bugs

Researchers in the University 
of Kentucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture have identified 14 molecular 
markers in bed bugs that allow 
them to be resistant to pyre- 
throid insecticides. Pest control 
professionals commonly use 
pyrethroids to control bed bugs 
because of their safety, afford¬ 
ability, effectiveness and longev¬ 
ity. 

UK entomology research as¬ 
sociate Fang Zhu and Professor 
Subba Reddy Palli found the 
genes associated with pyrethroid 
resistance belong to diverse cat¬ 
egories, and most of these genes 
are expressed in bed bugs’ tough 
outer shell. These genes could 
serve as the first barrier for in¬ 
secticides before reaching target 
sites on nerve cells, where an 
additional layer of resistance is 
common. This resistance strat¬ 
egy has evolved in bed bugs and 
is based on their unique morpho¬ 
logical, physiological and behav¬ 
ioral characteristics. It has not 
been reported in any other insect 
species. 

The researchers’ findings will 
give scientists a greater under¬ 
standing of bed bug resistance to 
insecticides. UK entomologists 
Ken Haynes and Mike Potter and 
doctoral students Hemant Gujar 
and Jennifer Gordon also con¬ 
tributed to the research. 

Their results recently ap¬ 
peared in Nature Publishing 
Group’s research journal, Sci¬ 
entific Reports. The journal ar¬ 
ticle is available at http://dx.doi.

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Legislative Update

Major bills hi g hli g ht 
flurry of activity in final 
hours of 2013 session

As the clock struck midnight on the 30th and final day of the 
2013 Session of the Kentucky General Assembly, we saw what could 
have been a disaster of a legislative session turn into one of the most 
successful short sessions in recent memory with more than 130 bills 
approved and sent to the Governor. 

First and foremost we passed a bill related to the number one issue 
facing Kentucky, reforming our public pension system. Thanks to 
the work of our leadership along with the Senate and the Governor, 
we were able to reach an agreement on restructuring the retirement 
system for state and local employees, judges and legislators, and 
finding the means to fund the changes without raising taxes. 

While not everyone was happy with the funding mechanism and 
restructure, any failure to take action would have not only cost at a 
minimum $600,000 to come back in a special session but also cost 
every Kentuckian $8,000 in four years to keep the system solvent. 
Instead the newly structured pension system will save the Common¬ 
wealth more than $10 billion over the next 20 years. 

Another bill that appeared to be dead but got a last minute re¬ 
prieve was legislation to put regulations in place for the eventual 
legalization of industrial hemp by the federal government. Senate 
Bill 50, which enjoyed support from Democrats and Republicans 
and was championed by Agriculture Commissioner James Comer, 
sets up a regulation system for farmers seeking to grow hemp once 
a waiver is granted in Washington. The Kentucky State Police will 
handle background checks on potential growers, and research on in¬ 
dustrial hemp will take place at the University of Kentucky and other 
regional universities. 

We also saw a last minute agreement on Senate Bill 1, which 
seeks to provide an easier way to allow Kentucky’s military men 
and women serving overseas to have their voices heard in future 
elections. The version of Senate Bill 1 that gained final approval 
removed language that would have allow votes to be cast electroni¬ 
cally, which many members of both the House and Senate express 
great concerns about given the recent case in Florida where hackers 
attempted to seize voting ballots in their last statewide election. 

The last night of the session also saw us override the Governor’s 
veto on the so-called ‘religious freedom’ bill, House Bill 279. While 
the Governor expressed concerns about the language in the bill, the 
legislation had overwhelming support in both chambers the first time 
it passed because of concerns that continuing encroachment by the 
federal government threaten our religious freedoms guaranteed un¬ 
der the U.S. Constitution. 

While the session did end on a successful note, the fact that so 
many major pieces of legislation were in limbo until hours before 
we ended our work in Frankfort is troublesome. If we in the House 
had been able to work in the bipartisan manner that our colleagues 
in the Senate were able to do, imagine how much more could have 
been accomplished to move Kentucky forward. Hopefully someday 
the true spirit of working together can become a full time reality in 
our chamber.

2013 pest survey is underway

Kentuckians may soon start 
noticing objects attached to or 
hanging from trees this spring, 
and chances are they were put 
there by personnel from the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of the State Ento¬ 
mologist, which is housed at the 
University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture. 

The 2013 Cooperative Agri¬ 
cultural Pest Survey is designed 
to detect and, in some cases, 
eliminate exotic pests before they 
become a problem. The survey 
is a cooperative effort between 
the UK College of Agriculture 
and state and federal agencies. 
Each year, personnel with the 
Kentucky Office of the State En¬ 
tomologist set out thousands of 
traps targeting several pests and 
diseases of concern. 

“We see these surveys as an 
integral part of preventing the 
spread of non-native pests that 
can cause economic damage to 
our state,” said Carl Harper, se¬ 
nior nursery inspector. 

Harper, along with fellow 
Office of the State Entomolo¬ 
gist personnel Joe Collins, Janet 
Lensing, Jennie Condra, Katie 
Kittrell and J. D. Loan, installed 
the first traps of the season the 
week of March 4. They will in¬ 
stall more throughout the spring. 

Insects and diseases they are 
surveying this year include: 

• Emerald ash borer. A native 
to Asia, the small green metallic 
beetle was first found in Ken¬ 
tucky in 2009. Several Kentucky 
counties have the insect, and it 
can move great distances by the 
transportation of firewood. About 
950 purple prism traps will be 
placed in ash trees to moni¬ 
tor the spread of the insect in a 
line roughly from Floyd County 
to Casey County to Hancock 
County to the Tennessee border. 
Biological control measures will 
be continued with the hopes of 
reducing the devastating effects 
of the emerald ash borer. 

• Pine shoot beetle. The pine 
shoot beetle attacks pine trees, 
killing the tips of the tree by bor¬ 
ing into the stems, which then 
snap off. It’s been discovered in 
Indiana and Ohio. The traps are 
a series of black funnels that will 
hang from a branch or a rope be¬ 
tween two trees and will be in¬ 
stalled in Northern Kentucky fol¬ 
lowing the Ohio River eastward 
to Ashland. 

• Walnut twig beetle/thou¬ 
sands cankers disease. Thousand 
cankers disease is the result of 
the tiny bark beetle that carries 
a canker producing fungus. As 
the beetle moves beneath the 
bark of walnut branches, it cre¬ 
ates numerous galleries, result¬ 
ing in fungal infection and can¬ 
ker formation on the branches. 
While the beetle is not known to 
be in Kentucky, it was found in 
Knoxville, Tenn., in 2010. Other 
recent finds include around Rich¬ 
mond, Va., and the Great Smoky 
Mountains in North Carolina. 
As with the pine shoot beetle, a 
black funnel trap will be used to 
monitor for this insect. 


• Gypsy moth. The Office of 
the State Entomologist has sur¬ 
veyed for the gypsy moth for 
many years, and it has been one 
of its most successful programs. 
Infestations have been found 
three times in the survey in Ken¬ 
tucky and have all been elimi¬ 
nated before they could become 
established. The pest, one of the 
most damaging insects to hard¬ 
wood forests and urban land¬ 
scapes, is not currently found 
in the state. Nevertheless, about 
4,000 tent-shaped traps will be 
placed on trees in and around 
Lexington, Louisville, Land 
Between the Lakes, Lake Cum¬ 
berland and from Northern Ken¬ 
tucky to Pike County in Eastern 
Kentucky, reaching as far south 
as Montgomery, Menifee and 
Floyd counties. The traps will be 
orange, green or brown. 

Additionally, inspectors will 
conduct visual surveys of trees 
for the hemlock woolly adelgid, 
Asian longhomed beetle and the 
disease sudden oak death. 

The hemlock woolly adelgid 
has been a threat to the state’s 
hemlock trees since it was first 
found in 2006 in southeastern 
Kentucky. Surveys for this in¬ 
vasive pest will take place in 
Eastern Kentucky, where the vast 
majority of hemlock trees are lo¬ 
cated. They will continue biolog¬ 
ical control measures that have 
been going on for several years. 

The Asian longhorned beetle 
is a known pest of 18 different 
trees, but it has a preference for 
maple. It was recently found in 
Bethel, Ohio. The inspectors will 
focus most of their efforts on this 
pest near state parks. Like the 
emerald ash borer, this pest eas¬ 
ily spreads by moving firewood. 

Sudden oak death is a major 
fungal problem in California and 
Oregon nurseries that results in 
the death of oak trees. While no 
instances of this disease have 
been found in Kentucky, many 
nurseries and garden centers re¬ 
ceive inventory from these two 
states. Rhododendron, a plenti¬ 
ful plant in Kentucky forests, is a 
host for this disease. The inspec¬ 
tors will do visual examinations 
mostly at garden centers and 
nurseries that receive plants from 
the West Coast. If symptomatic 
leaves are found, inspectors will 
collect and submit them to the 
UK Plant Disease Diagnostic 
Laboratory to confirm presence 
of the disease. 

Commodity-specific insect 
surveys will be conducted in 
Western and Eastern Kentucky 
thanks to a grant from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
These surveys target corn, soy¬ 
bean and small grains fields. 
Inspectors will monitor for a va¬ 
riety of pest insects that haven’t 
been found in the state before. In 
a similar survey, inspectors will 
monitor the presence of insect 
pests at state parks.

First session as Senator saw 
several significant bills passed

The 2013 Session of the General Assembly concluded at midnight 
this past Tuesday, after two long days of hard work and bipartisan 
collaboration to ensure the state’s most pressing issues were ad¬ 
dressed. 

I am proud to say my first session in the Senate proved to be one 
where significant bills were passed. 

First and foremost, this General Assembly passed long overdue 
legislation to put the state’s public employee retirement system on a 
path to sustainability and solvency. 

Using recommendations from a bipartisan task force which met 
last summer, both chambers overwhelmingly passed Senate Bill 2 in 
the final hours of the 30-day session. 

Senate Bill 2 will establish a hybrid, cash balance plan for all new 
state employees, local government employees, legislators and judges 
who enter the system after January 1, 2014. It will require the full 
actuarially required contribution (ARC) to be paid to the pension 
system starting in fiscal year 2015. 

Any future cost-of-living adjustments for retirees are to be pre¬ 
funded. The state will contribute four percent to the plan, and the 
employee will contribute five percent. The plan will guarantee em¬ 
ployees a four percent return on investment. 

Employees will be fully vested with contributions and returns af¬ 
ter five years and can take the accrued dollars with them should they 
change jobs. This portability of the retirement funds will make the 
plan more attractive to many new workers. 

It is important to note that Senate Bill 2 does not change the bene¬ 
fits of current employees or retirees, and it does not change the teach¬ 
ers’ retirement system at all. 

With the passage of Senate Bill 2, state and local government 
employees’ retirement will be protected, and the state will save an 
estimated $10 billion over the next 20 years. 

Among other measures that passed in the final days of the session 
was a bill to ensure our children’s safety while at school. Senate Bill 
8, based on recommendations from the Kentucky Center on School 
Safety, requires schools to adopt a comprehensive safety plan, have 
twice-yearly emergency drills, and share school diagrams with local 
first-responders. It passed unanimously in both chambers. 

Boosting the economy through job opportunities was the goal of 
Senate Bill 50, better known as the hemp bill. 

Since Kentucky’s climate is ideal for growing industrial hemp, 
it is important for Kentucky to be in a position to benefit from the 
potential jobs created both in agriculture and in the manufacturing of 
goods made from industrial hemp, such as paper, clothing, rope, and 
even certain automobile parts. 

With a regulatory framework now in place, members of Ken¬ 
tucky’s Congressional delegation, along with Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture James Comer, will now seek a waiver to permit hemp produc¬ 
tion under federal law. 

Senate Bill 1, which will help streamline the voting process for 
the members of our military serving overseas, was also passed by 
both chambers in the final day of the session. 

In the closing hours of the session, both chambers took action to 
override the Governor’s veto of House Bill 279, which is referred to 
as the Religious Freedom Act. The unusual action of a veto override 
means this measure will become law, restoring the traditional legal 
standard of “strict scrutiny” to the protection of our constitutional 
right to free exercise of religion. 

Also approved this session was a measure to increase transpar¬ 
ency of the state’s special taxing districts, such as library boards, 
water and sewer boards, and fire districts. 

House Bill 1 will require these entities to conduct regular audits 
and to publish their financial statements online. In addition, the en¬ 
tities will be required to submit a budget report to their local fiscal 
court and hold a public hearing before imposing a new fee or increas¬ 
ing the rate of an existing tax. 

While many of these districts are already good stewards of tax 
dollars and provide valuable public services, this measure will en¬ 
hance their transparency and accountability to the taxpayers. 

Although it is impossible to address every issue, I am pleased 
that we were able to pass several priority bills this session. I am 
particularly happy that, with the passage of Senate Bill 2, we avoided 
the need for a costly special session to address the critical issue of 
pension reform. 

Between now and the 60-day session which begins in January 
2014, the legislature will continue working through joint committee 
meetings to learn more about new issues and to review past ones.

of space shuttle 


The space shuttle Columbia is launched from Cape Canaveral, Florida, becoming the first reusable 
manned spacecraft to travel into space. Piloted by astronauts Robert L. Crippen and John W. Young, the 
Columbia undertook a 54 hour space flight of 36 orbits before successfully touching down at California’s 
Edwards Air Force Base on April 14. 

Regular flights of the space shuttle began on with the launching of Columbia. Launched by two solid- 
rocket boosters and an external tank, only the aircraft-like shuttle entered into orbit around Earth. When 
the mission was completed, the shuttle fired engines to reduce speed and, after descending through 
the atmosphere, landed like a glider. Early shuttles took satellite equipment into space and carried out 
various scientific experiments. On January 28, 1986, NASA and the space shuttle program suffered a 
major setback when the Challenger exploded 74 seconds after takeoff and all seven people aboard were 
killed. 

Two years later, space shuttle flights resumed with the successful launching of the Discovery. In 
subsequent years the space shuttle carried out numerous important missions, such as the repair and 
maintenance of the Hubble Space Telescope and the construction and manning of the International Space 
Station. 

Another tragedy in space again rocked the nation on Febmary 1, 2003, when Columbia , on its 28th 
mission, disintegrated during re-entry of the earth’s atmosphere. All seven astronauts aboard were killed. 
In the aftermath, the space shuttle program was grounded until Discovery returned to space in July 2005, 
amid concerns that the problems that had downed Columbia had not yet been fully solved. 


U.S. fliers dogfight over western front 

April 14, 1918 

Six days after being assigned for the first time to the western front, two American pilots from the U.S. 
First Aero Squadron engage in America’s first aerial dogfight with enemy aircraft. In a battle fought 
almost directly over the Allied Squadron Aerodome in France, U.S. fliers Douglas Campbell and Alan 
Winslow succeeded in shooting down two German two-seaters. By the end of May, Campbell had shot 
down five enemy aircraft, making him the first American to qualify as a “flying ace” in World War I. 

The First Aero Squadron, organized in 1914 after the outbreak of World War I, undertook its first 
combat mission on March 19, 1917, in support of the 7,000 U.S. troops that invaded Mexico to capture 
Mexican revolutionary Pancho Vila. Despite numerous mechanical and navigational problems, the 
American fliers flew hundreds of scouting missions for U.S. Brigadier General John J. Pershing and 
gained important experience that would later be used over the battlefields of Europe in World War I.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Country legend and Kentuckian Loretta Lynn 

If there’s one thing nearly everyone knows about country-music legend Loretta Lynn, it’s what 
her father, Ted Webb, did for a living. Like any man struggling to provide for a family during the 
Great Depression, he took work wherever he could find it, but his primary job was in the mines of 
the Consolidation Coal Company in the rugged mountains of Eastern Kentucky, Butcher Hollow, near 
Paintsville.. Ted and his wife, Clara Marie Ramey, raised eight children in their small wooden house in 
Johnson County, including the most famous coal miner’s daughter in the world, who was born April 14, 
1935 and celebrates her 78th birthday this year. 

As she sang in her autobiographical 1971 country hit, “Coal Miner’s Daughter,” Loretta Webb grew up 
dirt poor but well-loved and taken care of by her hardworking parents. She adored music and sang in the 
church choirs as a child, but childhood didn’t last long for Loretta, who was married at the age of 15 and 
left Kentucky for the logging country of Washington State with her husband Oliver “Doolittle” Lynn. 
She was already a mother of four when she got her first guitar and began to teach herself to play and 
write songs. Her next big move came at the age of 25 when Doolittle’s and Loretta’s tireless promotion of 
her first record got Loretta enough attention to warrant a move to Nashville, where she signed a contract 
with Decca Records. “Success” was the aptly named song that gave Loretta her first top 10 country hit 
in 1962 at the age of 27. 

Loretta’s record sales and chart performances over the next two decades were enough on their own to 
qualify her for genuine “legend” status among country singers, but her contribution to the genre went 
beyond mere popularity. As a woman writing much of her own material and writing it from a strong, 
feminine perspective, Loretta helped transform the role of women in country music. Songs like “You 
Ain’t Woman Enough” and “Don’t Come Home A Drinkin’ ,” both in 1966, introduced a new kind of 
female narrative to country music while also giving Loretta two of her biggest hits. 

Loretta and Doo were married for almost 50 years until his death in 1996 and had six children together, 
four girls, and two boys. The oldest son, Jack Benny Lynn, died in July of 1984 at the age of 34. Peggy 
and Patsy are twins, Patsy named after Loretta’s friend, Patsy Cline. The Lynn’s marriage was rocky 
throughout, right up until Doolittle died, but Loretta wrote in her autobiography that “he never hit me 
one time that I didn’t hit him back twice.” 

While Loretta’s popularity waned in the 1980s and ‘90s, she made a creatively triumphant return with 
her 2004 album Van Lear Rose , produced by Jack White of the White Stripes and named for a mining 
community near the place she was born. 

Loretta marked her 50th year with the Grand Ole Opry last September. In 2008, she was inducted into 
the Songwriters Hall of Fame and in 2010 received the Grammy Lifetime Achievement Award for her 
50 years in Country Music.

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Spring gobbler 
season opens 
this Saturday 


Kentucky’s spring wild turkey 
hunting seasons open this month. 
The good news for hunters is that 
Kentucky’s turkey flock numbers 
approximately a quarter million 
birds. 

The general spring season 
opens April 13 and continues 
through May 5. 

While a complete listing of 
regulations is available in the 
spring hunting guide or online at 
fw.ky.gov, hunters should know 
some basic rules before going 
afield. 

For example, hunters may not 
mimic the sound of a turkey in an 
area open to hunting from now 
until the start of a spring season. 
However, a hunter may scout for 
turkeys during the preseason by 
using an owl, crow, coyote or 
woodpecker call. These calls can 
make a turkey gobble and reveal 
its location. 

Hunters cannot possess elec¬ 
tronic calls while turkey hunting, 
but they can use turkey decoys 
powered by batteries. 

Resident and nonresident 
hunters ages 12-15 may purchase 
a youth sportsman’s license for 
$25. This includes a youth hunt¬ 
ing license, permit for one deer 
and permit for one turkey. The 
license is valid for an entire li¬ 
cense year, even if the hunter 
turns 16 after its purchase. 

Shooting hours for spring tur¬ 
key seasons are one-half hour 
before sunrise to one-half hour 
after sunset. Hunters may be in 
the field before and after shoot¬ 
ing hours. 

Hunters may take any turkey 
with a visible beard. No more 
than one bird may be taken a 
day; a hunter may take no more 


than two birds during the spring 
season. Hunters must call 1-800- 
245-4263 to check all harvested 
turkeys, even if they are license- 
exempt and took the bird on their 
own property. 

All turkey hunters, unless li¬ 
cense exempt, are required to 
purchase and carry with them 
in the field proof of purchasing 
an annual Kentucky hunting li¬ 
cense and spring turkey permit. 
A spring turkey permit is $30. A 
resident annual hunting license is 
$20 while a non-resident annual 
hunting license is $130. A per¬ 
son who owns land in Kentucky, 
but is not a legal resident, cannot 
purchase a resident license. 

Short-term hunting licenses 
good for one or five days are not 
valid for turkey hunting. A hunt¬ 
ing license and turkey permit are 
included with the sportsman’s li¬ 
cense, senior license and disabil¬ 
ity license. 

The $95 sportsman’s license, 
which is only available for resi¬ 
dents, includes hunting and fish¬ 
ing licenses, spring and fall tur¬ 
key permits, a state waterfowl 
permit and a trout permit. If pur¬ 
chased separately, these licenses 
and permits would cost $145. 

All hunters, if required to pur¬ 
chase a Kentucky hunting license 
and born on or after January 1, 
1975, must carry a valid hunter 
education course completion 
card while hunting. License- 
exempt hunters are not required 
to comply with hunter education 
laws. 

Persons new to hunting who 
have not taken the hunter educa¬ 
tion course may buy a one-time 
temporary hunter education ex¬ 
emption permit for $5 online at 
fw.ky.gov.
